Eskimos Do Not Christianize Readily | 4, 


, Says Explorer. 

The Arctic explorer, V. Stefanssen, 
writing of his experience 
Eskimos, tells some interesting anec- 
dotes showing tho difficulties of 
Christianizing thé Eskimos, 

We'settled down to live with these 
Colville people, says the writer, and 
commenced making preparations for 
the winter. The only thing to do 
was to catch fish, - ‘ 

Now it seems that in Kotsebue 
Sound, whete the Christian doctrines 
of the Colville people had originated, 
fishing is by nets only. As fishing 
is practically the only work done 
there, the missionary had probably 
said to them, “Do not put out your 
fish nets on Sunday,” meaning there- 
by, “Do not work on Sunday.” How- 
ever that may be, the prohibition 
came to our community in the form: 
“God has said you must not use fish 
nets on Sunday.” 

Accordingly, the entire community 
pulled their fish nets out of the river 
Saturday night, fished with hooks 
all day Sunday, and put the nets 
back into the water Monday morn- 


ing. fe . 

To illustrate one of the phases of 
the native religion of the Eskimos, 
we may consider the question of 
food taboos. In the mountains of 
Alaska, on the upper Kuyuk and 
Notak Rivers, and on the headwaters 
of the Colville, the prohibitions 
which applied to the eating of the 
fiesh of the mountain sheep alone 
were as extensive as the entire diet- 
ary section of the Mosaic law. A 
young girl, for instance, might éat. 
only certain ribs; and when she waa 
a little older she might’ eat certain 
other ribs; but. when she was full 
grown she would for a time have to 
abstain from éating the ribs which 
had been allowed to her up to then. 

_ After a woman had had her first 
child she might cat: certain other 
ribs, after her second child stil) 
others, and only after having five 
children might she eat all the ribs; 
but even then she must not eat the 
membranes on the insides of the ribs. 
If her child was sick she must not 
eat certain ribs, and if two of her 
children were sick ‘she might not cat 
certain other ribs. If her brother’s 
child was sick she might not eat 
certain portions, and if her brother’s 
wife died: there was still different 
prohibitions. The taboos applying 
to the ribs of sheep had relation to 
the health of her children’ and of 
her relatives. They also depended 


upon what-arimals her relatives o1- 


herself had killed recently, and on 
whether those animals were male o1 
female. ‘ 


{migrants Get Good Advice. 


Amongst a number of useful hints 
to emigrants contrined in a circulat 
issued by the Emigrants’ Informa- 
tion Office, the offeial department 
for emigration in London, there oc 
curs the following: 

“Remember, that Canada is 4 
great Dominion, with long: settled 
laws, babits and customs, which are 
not to be changed at the bidding ol 
every new arrival. When you have 
been a little while in Canada you 
will value them also.

United States Capital In Canada., 


An estimate of the amount of Unit- 
ed States capital invested in Canada 
is being prepared. Preliminary in- 
formation and statistics show thai the 
amount is now at least $599,000,000, 
as compared with $279,000,000 in 
1909-and $417,000,000 in 1911. 

Over $150,000,00 is in the shape of 
branch factories and warehouses of 
United States manufacturers, while 
nearly $124,00,000 have been inves‘*- 
ed by the United Stafes in Canadian 
Government, municipal and indus- 
trial bonds since 1905. United States 
life and fire insurance companies 
have $67,000,000 invested in the 
Dominion, while over $130,000,000 is 
invested in British Columbia mills, 
timber and mines. Inves‘ments in 
the prairie provinces are in lands, 
mines, packing plants, factories and 
warehouses.

You 
see them swarming all over the om- 
nibuses and crowding the: suburban | 
trains.. You hoar them singing, and | 
practicing the piano in the, squares 
of Bayswater and villas of Hamp- 
stead and Streatham, You see 
them—these crowds of marriageable 
but unmarried young women—4dis- 
porting themselves in the sea, liaten- 
ing to the band on the pier or being 
shown off by the matchmaking 
mothers. , oy 

It seoms that there is scarcely any- 
thing that can be done for this rest- | 
less and oxacting young woman. 
She seizes upon a pleasure, but the 
‘end of it leaves her bored and miser- 
able. She would like to be perman- 
ently active and interested, but there 
is no permanent activity of, which 
she is capable. She has been spoiled 
for work; she has been spoiled for 
pleasure; she has scarcely even been 
fitted for matrimony, should. chance 
and her own charms throw a hus- 
band in her path. She will perhaps 


' develop hysteria; she will probably 


become conscious of ‘‘nerves"”’; in 
any case she will. be a trouble t&® 
everyone until she gets tired of be- 
ing a trouble te herself, and becomes 
u gossip instead. ‘ 

Romance hus taught them to ex- 
pect much from life, whilst their 
educators have taught them nothing; 
and when life cheats them they turn 
to the intoxication of militant suffra- | 
gism. 

There is certainly no doubt that 
militant suffragism. ought to have 
been examined more seriously from 
this point of view, which is largely 
pathological. After all, ag it has 
been so frequently pointed out, men 
have had certain definite grievances 
which they thought the vote would 
remove, On the other hand, these . 
English suffragettes are demanding 
tho abstraction of the franchise 
more vehemently than they com- 
plain of the-grievance which the! 
vote is to abolish. And one of the.' 
wisest physicians in England explains 
the phenomenon on these lines: 

“The unmarried woman wants 
something, though she does not al- 
ways know what. She is dissatisfied, 
though she cannot always tell what 
it is that makes her dissalisfed. If 
she is doing work which it is not! 
really ‘her function to do, her heart 
cries out against the unnatural con- 
dition of things, If, on the other 
hand, she is doing nothing, and does 
not know wliat she wants, she still 
cries out for that intangible some- 
thing which the vote, dll else failing, 
may perhaps—perhaps—give. ‘ 

“In either case we can see tho 
thwarted impulse, the unsatisfied 
desire, the divine discontent which 
make men and women alike fanaties 
on’ behalf of the first cause that 
comes to hand. In militancy. is a 
cause to serve, an ideal, and an ac- 
tivity on behalf of an ideal. Surely 
what all these women have been 
suffering from has generally been 


| either a monotonous activity without 


an ideal, or a romantic ideal with- 
out an activity, Militant suffragism 
gives both.” 

What should by this time be per- 
fectly clear to every onlooker is that 
the violent suffrage agitation stands 
for something very real and that 
that something has nothing what- 
ever to do with the vote. Any ex- 
cuse for idealism would have done 
just as well. It stands, surely, for 
a desire for some more vital activity 
than is at present offered to hun- 
dreds of thousands of women; it 
springs from the knowledge of some 
function that is not fulfilled; some 
need for an inspired or sacrificial 
life that is satisfied neither by mod- 
ern business nor by modern idleness, 


May Admit Women To Bar. 


It having been decided recently in 
iNe British Law Courts that women 
were not eligible to practice at the 
Bar on account of their sex, a serious 
attempt is to be made within the 
ranks of the Bar to open the legal 
profession to women. A committee, 
of which Lord Robert Cecil is presi- 
dent, has been formed, and it is hoped 
to get a bill through admitting women 
to the legal profession next session. 
It is pointed out that the law: ts, the 
only profession which closes its doors 
to women, and there are probably 
many readers who will agree with the

In 
fact, some little time ago, a gang of 
West-end London. sharpers kept a 
man constantly employed hunting for 
such ‘‘skeletons,” and reaped a rich 
harvest by blackmailing the families 
concerned, 

To money-lenders and traders this 
facility for exploring wills is invalu- 
able; for it enables them to know ex- 
actly the financial position of their 
victims in one case and their custom- 
ers in the other, and thus to know to 
what extent they can be. trusted. 
Many men have thus been lured into 
extravagance and ruin who would, 
otherwise, probably have escaped 
both. 

Every year, too, these wills are ex- 
plored by hundreds of unpringipled 
men who are in search of well-gild- 
er brides. It i3, 0° course, most use- | 
ful to.such persons to know the pre- | 
cise degree of gilcing of the ladies 
oi; whose money-bags they have set 
covetous eyes; and for a paltry shill- 
ing they can satisfy ail their cur-| 
iosity. | 

To give an illustration (one of hun- 
dreds). In a recent breach-of-promise 
case it came out in evidence that the 
day before the defendant broke his 
engagement he had paid a visit to 
Somerset House to inspect the will of 
the lady’s father, and had made the 
alarming discovery thet she would 
forfeit every pewny of her $100,000 
fortune if she married a foreigner.

The wood 
is, in addition, hard, heavy and 
durable, and not subject to damage 
from impact and wear. Indisput- 
able. records show that the best 
grades of this wood surpass iron and 
steel as to lasting qualities in con- 
tact with salt water. It has been 
known and used since 1769. Logs 
have remained intact under water 
for 100, years. 

Lock gates in English canals have 
been made of it for years, and the 
only limit of their durability so far 
bas been the length of service of 
their: iron bolts and fastenings, 
which usually can be renewed with- 
out muck trouble. Greenheart in 
Liverpool lock gates built in 1856, , 
removed to allow a deepening and, 
widening of the ship channel in | 
1894, was used over again when the 
gates were reconstructed.

EFFECT OF TARIFF 


| Uluetrated by a Saskatoon Circular— 


Means More Industriea 


“The tariff creates conditions under 
which the Western American manu- 
facturers can see an advantage in 
either moving over the line or estab- 
lishing branch plants on this side.” 
This statement is taken from a letter 
ciroulated by the Industrial League, 
Limited, of Saskatoon. It continues: 

“Some interesting figures regarding 
industrial development in Saskatche- 
wan during the past couple of years 
are to be gleaned from the Govern- 
ment reports, and they have a signifi- 
cant bearing on the whole situation. 
In 1905 there were eighty establish- 
ments employing 1,444 hands; in 1910 
the number had increased to one hun- 
dred and seventy-three, employing 
8,260 hands; and at the close of 1912 
there were three hundred and fifteen 
establishments, employing 4,040 hands. 
In that period fifteen lumber and plan- 
ing mills have increased to twenty- 
eight, twelve brick yards to seventeen, 
six flour mills to thirty-nine, and two 
pork-packing plants to four.” 

Baskatoon claims 40 manufacturing 
plants and 32 warehouses. 

What the tariff has done for Saska- 
toon it is also doing for Winnipeg, 
Regina, Medicine Hat, Calgary, and 
Edmonton and other cities and towns. 

Which of these cities would advo- 
cate the reduction of duties. against 
United States goods and thus main- 
tain factory cities south of the boun- 
dary instead of north? 

They prefer to leave untouched the 
tariff which “creates conditions under 
which Western American manufac- 
turers can see an advantage in either 
moving over the Ine or establishing 
kranch plants on this side.”

Punctually at 3.10 Mrs. Dacre Fox 
and Mrs. ‘General’ Drummond came 
upon the gtage, receiving wild cheers 
from the vast audience. A wonderful 
ovation greeted the elusive Miss Ken- 
my as she came forward from behind 
a banner. , 


She is ‘a tiny, slender slip ofa crea- 
‘ture, and no one. looking at the child- 
ish figure could believe, if they did not 
know, that she.{8 a magnificent fighter 
for the freedom of women and that 
she has done five or six hunger strikes. 

Mrs. Dacre Fox, a8 chairman, spoke 
a few words. Then: Mrs, . ‘General’ 
Drummond addressed the meeting. It 
Was her. drst meeting for many 
months, as she has been in a nursing 
home undergoing two serious opera- 
tions. Standing with the aid of ‘a 
stick, shie told us how the Government 
might break the bodies ot the women, 
but it could not break their spirit in 
their fight for political justice. That, 
no matter what the so-called Jaw of 
England intended doing witl. her after 
Wednesday (she is to stand for her 
trial on that day on. a_trumped-up 
cuarge of conspiracy) she knew that 
her spirit ‘would be with the women in 
in their fight,.and that as fast as 
priso, dodrs closed upon one batch of 
women, another betch would be ready 
to follow suit. ; 

It wes a short speec for Mrs. 
Drummond, but she was a sick woman 
and made way for Miss Kenny. The 
latter, glancing amuSedly towards the 
wings, remarked: I have just heard 
that there are detectives all round w. 
here, so I am starting—— 7 

That was as far as she got. At 

that moment from all corners of the 
stage rushed on plain clothes and uni- 
formed policemen. Chairs were over- 
turned and the stage scemed full of 
men. They made an ugly rush at Miss 
Kenny. who shrank to the side of the 
stage by the boxes, her comrades 
bravely striving to shelter her from 
their furious attack. Amid the shriek 
of the women and the groans and hiss- 
es of the men the little hunted creat- 
ure was captured by two burly, beefy 
lair. clothes officers. Women, who 
seemed to spring from nowhere 
sprang upon the  ouice, endevoring to 
defraud them of their prey. Cries of 
‘Shame!’ ‘Cossacks!’ ‘Beasts!’ etc., 
rang throughout the building, men and 
women were fighting desperately in 
full sight of a huge audience. The 
whole thing took place within a few 
seconds, The sight of that fragile 
little woman at the mercy of those 
men filled me with ‘horror. The day 
is not far distant when Englishmen 
will blush with shame at the treat- 
ment they meted out to tre women 
who fought fcr >-nfranchisement.* 
i Mrs. Dacre Fox, again taking the 
‘chair begged the audience to be re- 
seated. And it says much for the 
so-called ‘hysterical’ sex that they 
kept their seats till tie end of the 
me ing. 

“iss Naylor made oa beautiful 
speech drawing a pathetic picture of 
Miss Kenny's early life. How che 
had at ter years of age had to work 
for hey living in the cotton mills at 
Colne Valley. And of the horrible 
sights she herself witnessed in the 
Lock Hospital, little girls, one a child 
of two years old, victims of criminal 
assault.
